LITTLE ROCK <AP>—Gov, Or- 


val E. Faubus said today he won't 
take any action' on calling a spe- 
cial session of the Legislature un- 
til after June 27, when the people 
decide on his proposed $00 million 
bond issue. 


But Faubus said it might be 
:sumed that a special session will 


be needed to allocate $10 to $11 
million in surplus funds which 
were appropriated in his compan- 
ion $14.5 million omnibus bill. 


The Supreme 
Court Monday 


ruled the omnibus law unconstitu- 
tional by a 4-3 decision. 


Fabus prcviosly had said a 


special session would be needed 
if either the bond Issue or the 
omnibus bill were struck down. 


"I am sure my criticism would 


be very pleased to see a vspecial 
session in an atmosphere of un- 
certainly pending the outcome of 
the special election," Faubus told 
newsmen. He charged that these 
critics were interested in disrupt- 
ing state services.

which utilizes nine separate steps. 
Scott's method uses an electroly- 
tic process which needs but a sin- 
gle step. 


Technically, he calls il "The 


Synthesis of Simple Sugars from 
Acqueous Solutions of Glyccrol." 
He's not giving out details until 
he has some patent protection, but 
basically his system uses electro- 
des to do Ihc work. 


After his kitchen experiment 


looked promising, Scoll worked 
for weeks at the University of Ar- 
kansas Graduate Institute of Tech- 
nology here1 making tests to prove 
and improve his process. 


Scoll says he's nol positive that 


his invention is commercially fes- 
ibje. But if il is "1 imagine I'll 
got good royalties."
